SHIPPING

cheaply  by  Parcel  Post,  but  such  is  not  the  case.  The  rates  of  the 
Express  companies  have  lately  been  reduced,  and  it  is  not  only  quick- 
er and  safer  to  send  packages  through  them  but  almost  invariably 
cheaper  also. 

We  shall,  therefore,  ALWAYS  SHIP  BY  EXPRESS  unless  we 
have  positive  orders  to  the  contrary,  and  we  guarantee  the  safe  delivery 
only  on  packages  so  shipped. 

In  those  instances  where  our  customers  make  special  request 
that  their  goods  be  sent  by  Parcel  Post  we  will  do  so  provided  suf- 
ficient postage  is,  remitted.
